Kingdoms, it muſt be confeſſed, 
there is the utmoſt Uncertainty,

us) reckoned from the Reign of 
Menes to thgt of Sethon 341

Generations, three of which they 
ſuppoſed equal to a hundred 
Years , ſo that, according to this 
Computation, ihe whole Ti ime, 
from one Reign to the other, 
was 11340 Years, The Chal- 
deans piqued themſelves on their 
Antiquity, pretending to have 
obſerved the Stars 473,000 
Years , and other Eaſtern Na- 
tions made the like extravagant 
Pretenſions, all which were fa- 
voured by their having no exatt 
Accounts of Ti me.

This 
makes their Chronology very un- 
certain; and indeed ſuch it was 
repul 2d by the Greeks them- 
ſelves, as appears from ſeveral 
Fe in Plutarch. 


In the Chronology of the La- 
tins we find ſtill greater Un- 
certainty. Their old Records 
were burnt by the Gauls about 
388 Years before Chriſt; and 
Qi. Fabius Pictor, he mo/# an- 
cieni Latin Hiſtorian, who wrote. 
about

about 160 Years after that E- 
vent, copied the greateſt Part 
of his Hi iftory from Diocles 
Peparetheus, a Greek. In a 
Word, not one of the Furo- 
pean Nations had any Chro- 
nology at all till the Time of 
the Perſian Empire, which 
began 536 Years before the 
Birth of Chriſt ; and whatever 
Chronology they now have of 
more ancient Times, has been 
framed fince by Reaſoning and 
Conjecture. Therefore on a ſtritt 
and impartial Examination, the - 
Jewiſh Records (excluſive of 
their Divine Authority) will

appear to be the moſt certain 
and authentic, and conſequent- 
ly the ſure Foundation of Chro- 


nology. 


It muſt be acknowledged, in- 
deed, that the ſeveral Copies 
of the Jewiſh Records, viz. 
the Hebrew, the Samaritan, 
and the Septuagint, differ ve- 

much from one another ;, 
which Diſagreement hath ariſen 
partly from wilful Corruption, 
and the Errors crept in by fre- 
quent tranſcribing, and partly 
for want of computing from 
ſome

ſome fixed Epocha, and digeſt- 
ing the Hiſtory into a Chrono- 
logical Method. Each of theſe 

Computations has its Votaries ; 
and hence proceeds a wide Dif- 
ference amongſt Chronologers, 
in reckoning the Years of the 
World to the Birth of Chriſt, 
though every one pretends to 
ground his Syſtem on the Au- 
thority of the Scripture. We 
ſhall not pretend to enter into 
critical Diſputes en this Sub- 
Jef, or to determine whoſe 
Syſtem is abſolutely the beſt. 
It may ſuffice to let the Rea-

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der know, that in our Chro- 
nological Table we have fol- 
lowed the Hebrew Computa- 
tion, as given us by the great 
Archbiſhop Uſher, one of the 
moſt learned and accurate of our 
modern Chronologers.

A. lt enables us truly to date the 4

pires and Kingdoms, Battles, Sieges, 
or any other remarkable Events. Be- 
ing of ſuch Uſe in theſe Reſpects, it 
is deſervedly reckoned one of the 
Eyes of Hiffory, as Geography 1s called 
the other. Without Chrone/ogy, (that 
is, Without diſtinguiſhing the Times 
of Events as clearly as the Nature of 
the Caſe will admit) all Hifory would 
be little better than a Heap of Con- 
fuſion, deſtitute of Light, Order, or 
Beauty. 

Q. But is it poſſible to know the 
preciſe Time of Things that happened 
many Thouſand Vears ago? 

A. It muſt be confeſſed, the Chro- 
nology of ancient Kingdoms is liable 
to great Uncertainties, and it is very 
difficult to reduce many remarkable 
Events to their proper Periods. But 
we do not mean to engage our youn 
Readers in the den of deR 
knotty and intricake 8 bons, the 
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Diſcuſſion whereof belongs only to the 
Learned. Nor indeed is it neceſſary 
for the Generality of People to know 
the preciſe Day, Week, Month, or 
even Vear of every particular Fact in 
Hiſtory: It ſuffices to have a general 
Idea of theſe Matters, and to come as 
near the Truth as poſſible.

2. Are not Years diſtinguiſhed into 
Aſtronomical and Civil? HOOP 

A. Yes, the Solar and Lunar Years 
above deſcribed are termed Aſtronemi- 
cal, as depending en the Principles 
and Obſervations of Aſtronomy. 

2. What is meant by a Civil 
Fear? 

A. It is the legal Year, or that 
which each Nation or Government 
has appointed for common Uſe. This 
is either Solar or Lunar, and is made 
to conſiſt of a certain Number of 
whole Days (without any odd Hours 
or Minutes) to render the Computa- 
tion of Time more eaſy. 

E. What is the Civil Solar Year ?

A. This is diſtinguiſhed into Com- 
mon and Bifſextile, The Common Year 
conſiſts of 365 Days; and the Bifex- 
tile, or Leap Year, which is every 
fourth, of 366. 

2. What is the Reaſon of this dif- 
ference ? 

A. The Addition of a Day to e- 
very fourth Year is to make the Ciwil 
Year keep Pace with the Tropical or 
Natural one; for the fix Hours (or 
thereabouts) by which the latter ex- 
ceeds the former, in four Years 
make a whole Day; and therefore 
every Leap-Year the Month of Fe- 
bruary has 29 Days, which in the Com- 
mon Year has bur 28. ' 

2. What is the Meaning of the 
Word Bifſextile® 

A. The intercalary or additional 
Day to every fourth Year was firſt ap- 
pointed by Julius Cæſar, who ordered 
It to be inſerted after the 24th of Fe- 

B 4 bruaty, 
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Sruary, which was the 6th of the Ca- 
lends of March, according to the Ro- 
man Way of reckoning. This Year 
therefore they reckoned the, 24th of 
February twice over, having (as they 
expreſſed it) bis Sexto Calendas Mar- 
| tias; and hence the Year had the 
Name of Biſextile. But amongſt us 
this Inclination is net made by tell- 
ing the 24th of February twice, but 
by adding a Day to the End of that 
Month. 

D: Why is it called Leap Year ? 
A. Becauſe in the Common Years 

any fixed Day of the Month changes 
ſucceſſively the Day of the Week; 
but in the B//extile it ſkips or leaps 
over one Day. For Inſtance, ſup- 
poſe the iſt of May in a Common 
Year falls on a Tueſday, if the next 
be a Common Year it will be on a Wed- 
ne/day ; but if it be a Leap-Tear the

2. Who contrived the Civil Solar 
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Days, and of the Solar Year by 61, 
the Beginning of it became vague and 
1 unfixed to any preciſe Seaſon. Numa 
Pompilius, the Succeſſor of Romulus, 
endeavoured to correct this Irregula- 
rity by adding two other Months, (Ja- 
nuary and February) thereby making 
the Year conſiſt of twelve Months, 
containing in all 355 Days ; But this 
exceeding the Civil Lunar Year by 
one Day, and falling ſhort of the Com- 
mon Solar Year by ten Days, its Be- 
ginning was ftill unfixed. Recourſe 
was therefore had to various Interca- 
lations, and the Care of the whole 
committed to the Pontiffs, who, neg- 
lecting the Truſt, let Things run to 
the utmoſt Confuſion. Thus the Ro- 
man Year ſtood, till Julius Cz/ar (al- 
ſiſted by an Egyptian Mathematician) 
reduced it to its preſent Form, by 
adding ten Days to every Vear of 
Numa 's and one Day extraordinary 
ro 
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to every fourth Year, as above re- 


lated. This Julian Year (or Old | 
Style) was retained in England till 1751, 


though the Gregorian Account (or 
New Style) had been received by al- 
moſt all the reſt of Europe. 

2; What do you mean by the Gre- 
gorian Account ? 

A. The Gregorian Year or Ac- 
count of Time is a Correction of the 
Julian made by Pope Gregory XIII, 
and that with very good Reaſon; for 
the Julian Vear of 365 Days, and 6 
Hours exceeding the true Solar Vear 
by 11 Minutes, this Exceſs in 131 
Years amounts to a whole Day. Now 
as the Council of Nice, A. H. 320, 
appointed the Celebration of Eaſſer 


to be always on the firſt Surday after 


the Full Moon that came next after 
the Vernal Equinox, which was then 
on the 21ſt of March ; it happened 
that in the Year of our Lord 1582 

| _ 
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Pope Gregory obſerved, that the above 
mentioned Fault of the Julian Year 


had thrown the Equinoxes 10 Days 


more backward than they were at the 
Time of the {aid Council, fo that the 


Vernal Equinox was then on the 11th 


of March. This occafioned great Ir- 
regularity with Reſpe& to the Time 
of celebrating Eaſter, and conſequent- 
ly all other Moweable Feaſts. The 
Pope therefore, to correct this Error, 
ordered 10 Days to be ſuppreſſed in 
the Month of Odtober 1582, that ſo 
the Equinox might be reduced to the 
2 iſt of March, on which Day it fell 


at the Time ge the Nicene Council. 


And that this Variation might not 
happen again, the ſaid Pope ordered, 
that whereas in the 7alian Account 
every tooth Year, is a Bifex:ile, only 
one 100th Year in every four Cen- 
turies ſhould be ſo for the future, 
and the other three changed into Com- 
2 mon 


La” 1 
mon Years; thereby taking 3 Days 
out of every 400 Years, which the 
Julian Account gains in that Period. 
This Emendation adjuſts the Year and 
Seaſons pretty near the Truth, and 
has been received not only in all Po- 
Piſh Countries, but in Holland, Den- 
mark, Sweden, England, and the Pro- 
teſtant States of Germany. 

2. Are there no other Forms of 
the Year of any Note, except thoſe 
already mentioned ? 

A. Yes, various Forms of Civil 
Tears have anciently obtained as well 
as at preſent, in different Nations. 
"Thoſe which are moſt taken Notice of 
by Chronelogers, and which it may 
be proper to have ſome Knowledge 
of, for the better underſtanding of 
Hiſtory or Aſtronomy, are exhibited 
in the following Tables.

2. Have you any Thing more to 
add upon this Head of Years ? 

A, It may not be amiſs to obſerve, 
that as the Form of the Year is va- 
rious among different Nations, fo like- 
wiſe is its Beginning. The Fes, as 
molt other Nations of the Eaſt, had 
2 Civil Year, which commenced with 
| the New Moon in September; and an 

Eccleraſtical Year, which commenced 
from the New Moon in March. The 
Sn Perfians 
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Perf ans begin their Vear in the Month 
anſwering to our June. The Chineſe, 
and moſt of the Indians, begin it with 
the firſt Moon in March; and the 
Greeks with the New Moon that hap- 
pens next after the Summer Solſtice. 
In England the Civil or Legal Year 
commences on the 25th Day of March, 
but the Hiftorical Year on the 1ſt Day 
of January; and this is the Beginning 
of the Civil Near in moſt Parts of 
Europe.

2. What is the Reaſon of the Dif: 
ference between the Synodical and Pe- 
riodical Month ? | 
A. It is becauſe the Moon 1s lon- 
ger in paſſing from one Conjunction 
to another, than in performing one 
Revolution in her own Orbit; for 
when the Moon leaves the Sun after 
their ConjunCtien, the Sun does not 
continue in the ſame Place of the E- 
cliptic, but apparently advances to- 
wards the Eaſt; ſo that the Moen 
having finiſhed her Courſe, and ar- 
riving 


„„ 
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riving again at the ſame Point where 
ſhe left the Sun, does not find him 
there, he being removed almoſt a 
whole Sign Eaſtward. Whence it ap- 
pears, that a farther Time is requiſite 
for the Moon to overtake and come 
to another Conjunction with the Sun; 
which makes the Quantity of a Rows 
dical Month more than that of a Peri- 
odical one. | 

9. What is the Quantity of a Solar 
Month ? 

A. A Solar Month is that Space of 
Time wherein the Sun runs through 
one of the Signs of the Zodiac. Now 
as the apparent Motion of the Sun is 
ſometimes flower and fometimes faſter, 
theſe Months muſt conſequently be 
unequal ; but as he conſtantly travels 
through all the 12 Signs in 365 Days, 
5 Hours, and 49 Minutes, the Quan- 
tity of a mean Solar Month is found 


by dividing that Number by 12. And

2. What is uſually meant by a 


Day, in ſpeaking of the Parts of

A. Days are of two Kinds, Artifi— 
cial and Natural.

Horizon: In Oppoſition to which, 
the Time between his Setting and 
Riſing, or his Duration under the Ho- 
rizon, is called Night. — A Natural 
Day comprehends both, being the 
Time in which the Sun makes one 
entire Revolution; or, more juſtly, 
the Time wherein the Earth revolves 
once about its Axis. 
9. Is there any farther Diſtinction 
of Days? 
A. Ves; the Natural Day is either 
Aſtronomical or Civil. The 4fro- 
nomical Day 1s the Time which flows 
tween the Sun's leaving any Meri- 
dian, and his returning to the ſame z 
that is, the Time wherein the Earth 
turns once round its Axis, (which 1s 
twenty-four Hours) and a ſmall Por- 
tion more, anſwering to the Space it 
hath deſcribed in its annual Orb du- 
ring that Revolution. Now as this 
additional Motion is unequal, Aſtro- 
e nomical 
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nomical Days are ſo alſo; but one 
with another they conſiſt of 24 Hours, 
J Minutes, 32 Thirds.—The C:wil 
Day is equal, always containing 24 
Hours, and is meaſured by the Mo- 
tion of Clocks, Watches, c. 

9. Do all Nations begin their Ci- 
wil Day at the ſame Time? 

A. No; the preſent Greets begin 
their Day with the Sun-riling, as did 
the ancient Baby lonians, Perf ens, Sy- 
rians, and molt other Eaſtern Nations. 
The modern Italians, and CI ineſe, 
reckon it from Sun: ſetting; as did 
the ancient Jews, 5 Bo he- 
mi ans, and Sileſians. The modern 
Aſtronomers, with the ancient Umbri 
and Arabians, begin their Day at 
Noon. And the Fgyprians and Ro- 
mans, with the modern Engliſh, Dutch, 
Germans, French, Spaniards and Por- 
tugueſe, commence it at ah

9. Are Hours, as well as Days, of Ml 
different Kinds? | 
A. Yes; they are diſtinguiſhed into 
Equal and Unequal. —Equal Hours are 
the 24 equal Parts into which the 
whole Cwil Natural Day (that is a 
Day and Night) is divided. Ur- 
equal or Temporary Hours are thoſe by 
which the Time of an Artificial Day 
is always divided into 12 Parts, and 
the Night into as many. Theſe are 
more or leſs unequal according to the 
different Seaſons of the Year, and 
never agree with the Equal Hours but 
at the Time of the Equinoxes, when 
the Days and Nights are of an equal 
Length.—It is to be obſerved, that 
the Hours of an Aftronomical Day, or 
thoſe from Nocn to Noon, are not 
preciſely equal, but the Difference 1s 
ſo ſmall that it ereates no Error in the 
Uſes of common Life.

A, Yes; they have obtained dif- 
"Eran Denominations, according to 
the Manner of reckoning them a- 
mongſt different People. Thus, Ba- 
byloniſh. Hours are thoſe which are 
counted from Sun-riſing in a continued 
Series of twenty-four, Jzalian Hours 
are thoſe reckoned from Sun-ſetting 
in a like Series. European hours are 
thoſe counted from Midnight, twelve 
from thence to Noon, and from Noon 
to Midnight twelve more. And thoſe 
which commence their Order from 
Noon are called Afronomical, becauſe 
uſed by Aſtronomers.— The unequal 
Hours above deſcribea are ſometimes 
called Jeauiſe, being uſed by that 
People.

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Inſtance, the Year 1746 began on a 
Wedneſday, and ended on a Wedne/Aay;

This occaſions 
the firſt Sunday in January to fall every 
Year a Day ſooner than it did the 
Year before, and conſequently to be 
denoted by a different Letter. Thus

. What occaſions any Interruption 


in this Change of the Dominical 
Letters ? 

A. The Bifextile or Leap-Year 
does; for that Year conſiſting of 366, 
Days, there are 2 Days over and a- 
bove the 52 Weeks; ſo that if the 
Leap Year begins on a Sunday, it will 
end on a Monday, and the next-Year 
begin on a. Tuęſday, and conſequently 
the Dominical Letter will be removed 
two Places backwards; that 1s, if it 
be A at the Beginning of the Leap- 
Year, it will be F the Year follow- 
ing.

The famous JuLian Period 1s 2

This Period is ſaid to have been in- 


vented by Jeſeph Scaliger; and is 


called Julian, as being adapted to the 


Julias Year. As it commences be- 


fore the Creation, and ſtill wants a- 
bove 1500 Years of being compleated, 


it therefore comprehends all other Cy- 


 eles, Periods, and Fpochas, and (in 


ſhort) the Times of all Actions and 
Events from the Beginning of the.

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World. Being thus a commen Re- 
ceptacle, as it were of all other E- 
pochas, it is of great Uſe in reducing

This is the Yulgar Epocha through- 
out Europe, commencing from our Sa- 
viour's Nativity, December 25 ; or 
rather, according to the uſual Accc . at, 
from his Circumciſion, the 1ſt of Ja- 


nuary; but in thoſe Countries, who 
obſerve the Julian Calendar from 


the Incarnation, or Annunciation 


of the Bleſſed Virgin, on the 25th 


of March, nine Months prior to the 
Nativity. The Author of this Epo- 
| cha, 
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cha, or Way of computing from 
Chriſt, was the above-mentioned Ro- 


man Abbot Dienyſius Exiguus, about 


the Beginning of the 6th Century ; 
though the Abbot borrowed the Hint 
from Panadorus an Egyptian Monk. 
Till his Time the Chriſtians computed 
their Years either from the Pet ſecu- 
tion under Diocleſian, or from the 
Building of Rome, or according to the 
Cuſtom of the People among whom 
they lived. Dionyſus began his Ac- 
coun: from the Conception, or [ncar- 
nation, viz. the 25 ch of March. But 


it mult be acknowledged, that the 


Calculations of our modern Aſtrono- 
mers ſeem plainly to prove, that the 
Dionyfian or Vulgar Account places 
the Birth of our Saviour ſeveral Years 
too late. However, it is not our pre- 
ſent Buſineſs to engage in Diſputes of

The Epocha of the OLYMPIA DS. 


This Epocha, which was uſed prin- 
cipally by the Greeks, is very famous 
in ancient Hiſtory. It took its Riſe 
from the Olympic Games, which were 
celebrated at the Beginning of every 
fifth Year, near Olympia, a City of 
Elis in Peloponneſus. An Olympiad 
therefore was a Period of 4 Years, 
and by theſe Periods the Greeks reck- 
oned their Time, the Year. wherein 
the Games were celebrated being 
counted the firſt Year of each Olya- 
piad. 

The Beginning of the firſt Olympiad 
is referred to the Year of the Julian Pe- 
riod 139 38, or 776 Years before Chrift.

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Therefore to find the Vear before or 


after Chri/# anſwering to any given 
Year of any given Olympiad, proceed 


thus: Multiply the compleat Ohm-

Now as the Year of 
Nabonaſſar, of 365 Days (the ſame

This Epocha is uſed in the Firft 
Book of Maccabees, and by Tofephus ; 
and we find it on a great Number of 
Medals ſtruck by the Cities of Syria. 
The Jexos call it the ra of Con- 
tracts, becauſe, being then Subjects to 
the Kings of Syria, they were obliged
